On 16 August 1962, visiting the experimental field of the research collective the 
great leader personally named the strain raised by a new method as "Sangnyon strain." 


Thereafter Comrade Kim Sang-nyon, putting an end to the extant theory that it is 
wai le to raise a high-yield strain as an earlier-maturing seed, grappled 
with search aimed at turning the Sangnyon strain into a high-yield seed with a 
ehnvtex vegetation period suitable for our country's climatic and soil conditions.

Without the slightest wavering Comrade Kim Sang-nyon believed that coming up with 

a high-yield seed as an earlier-maturing strain would be precisely the way to

Members of a three revolutions team including Comrade Dr Pak Yong-ch’ol, holder of 
a chair at the Kanggye Communist University and Labor Hero, by succeeding in 
modernizing the production of casting material, accomplished the great feat of 
bringing about one great innovation in the machine industry. 


Comrade Pak Yong-ch'ol, who had deeply studied the teachings of the great leader, 
put torward a new technical proposal for eliminating difficult and backbreaking 
labor in the complex and labor-consuming casting operation and making great strides 
in production. It was an altogether new one unprecedented in casting history, one 


iat could not be realized if extant theories were followed. 














But Comrade Pak Yong-ch'’ol and other members of the three revolutions team, s 
extant theories and sophistries of their espousers with firm confidence and convic- 
tions of the great leader's teachings and racking their brains in research and 
experimentation, succeeded in modernizing the production of not too big a casting 
material, weighing a littie over 70 kg.

with their product and highly evaluated it, they launched into manufacturing facili- 
ties capable of producing larger casting material.

could be extracted.

Today our working people, thanks to the utmost concern of the fatherly leader and 
the benevolent sunshine of the party, are living happily free from worry about 
jobs, worry about food, clothing, and shelter, worry about their children's educa- 
tion and medical care, worry about taxes, and our people's living standard is con- 
tinuing to improve. 


All working people of our country are insured of admirable jobs and receiving 
remuneration according to the quantity and quality of labor performed. And in par- 
ticular, working women perform work suitable to their physical constitution and 
abilities under the special concern of the party and the state. 


Thanks to the benefits of the labor protection system being implemented in our 
country, working people are performing work under safe working conditions free from 
danger to life. 


Everywhere working people perform work, reliable safety facilities and modern 
hygienic conditions are provided and ample safety measures are in effect. 


In our country, thanks to the benefits of the labor protection system, workers are 
issued working clothes, footwear, rainwear, and even quilted clothes. 


In particular, workers engaged in backbreaking work are issued nutritious food 
such as meat and cooking oil, free of charge.

Working people requiring special health protection, even as they receive their 
wages, lead a convalescent life at sanitariums from 1 month to 3 months or even 
longer periods, undergoing rest and treatment, free of charge. 


The peasants, too, receiving the benefits of the paid vacation system for 20 days 
a year, enjoy rest at state rest and recuperation centers during their slack season. 


The party and the state pay women workers with many children 8-hour wages for 6 
hours of work performed. At every place where working mothers perform work day 
nurseries and weekly and monthly nurseries and kindergartens are established and 
the state keeps and rears the youngsters. 


In particular, pregnant women, even as they receive their full wages, enjoy prenatal 
and postnatal leave of 77 days. 


In our country the state social security and social insurance systems are being 
implemented to responsibly look after people incapacitated by old age, work-related 
accidents or illnesses, and the elderly and children without anyone to look after 
them.

In particular, with the medical service network and the ranks of public health 
functionaries s> commendably organized as to make the free medical care available 
anywhere anytime, our working people are amply enjoying a specialized medical 
service as well. 


Not only have general hospitals and people's hospitals been established in large 
numbers iu the urban and rural areas of our country, there are specialized medical 
service networks such as the children's medical service network consisting of 
dispensaries of nurseries and kindergartens to children’s wards and pediatric 
hospitals, the women's medical care network consisting of maternity departments of 
hospitals at all levels from the Pyongyang Maternity Hospital to maternity wards 
of ri hospitals, the oriental medicine service network consisting of hospitals 
specializing in oriental medicine from oriental medicine departments of hospitals 
to ri pharmacies of oriental medicine, the stomatology medical service n*twork 
consisting of stomatology prevention hospitals to stomatology departments of ri 
people's hospitals, the emergency medical service network consisting of emergency 
hospitals and emergency departments of hospitals at all levels, and the sanitarium 
service network consisting of mineral spring sanitariums established everywhere 
and various kinds of specialized sanitariums such as climatotherapy sanitariums.

By the sagacious leadership of the fatherly leader and the concern of the party 
the public health branch during the year continued to thoroughly carry through the 
preventive medicine guidelines of the party. 


The public health branch through the district-doctor system which is an advanced 
medical service system, thoroughly took preventive medicine measures. 


Thus children coming into this world, while in their mother's womb, receive 
thorough health management from a doctor of obstetrics and gynecology, children 
up to age sixteen from a doctor of pediatrics, and adults from a physician of 
internal medicine. 


In the case of pregnant women, they each receive 20 or more examinations by doctors 
of obstetrics and gynecology in charge throughout their pregnancy and, entering a 
hospital for childbirth, receive help in delivery. 
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During 1979 too, the medical functionaries, making house calls in their districts 
on a regular basis, precisely ascertained the state of the health of each house- 
hold and inhabitant and took positive measures to prevent them from being taken 
ill. By providing timely treatment to the inhabitants when they suffered from a 
minor illness, the functionaries responsibly looked after their health. 


As of 1979 the frequency of medical service provided per inhabitant of our country 
was 18.4.

The frequency of hospital visits per inhabitant as of 1979 increased 36.8 times 
over the preliberation frequency. 


The preventive medicine guidelines of our party were thoroughly carried through 
through hygiene and epidemic prevention work as well. 


In 1979, too, with hygiene propaganda strengthened, the people were made to par- 
ticipate in the work for tidiness in hygiene with a self-awakened awareness, and 
with life and labor environment organized in terms of hygiene and hygiene and 
epidemic prevention work launched on a routine basis, the task of preventing all 
diseases in advance was conducted on a statewide, societywide basis. 


The state protected the life of our people against epidemics and other diseases 
and promoted their health, appropriating a lot of funds for the year for carrying 
cut preventive inoculations for all the people, mass physical examinations and 
prevention and disinfection work based thereon so as to prevent the outbreak of 
all kinds of diseases such as Japanese encephalitis. 


In our country epidemics such as smallpox, cholera, recurrent fever, malaria, 
Japanese encephalitis, and measles were stamped out long ago, and the incidence 

of all diseases was lowered markedly, and the makeup of diseases also changed 
greatly. At present in our country none of the diseases such as venereal diseases, 
drug addition, and alcoholism exist. 


In our country medical science and technology are being developed the chuche way 
with proper combination of oriental medicine and modern medicine. 


The production of pharmaceuticals and medical instruments, too, thoroughly relying 
on our country's self-reliant industry and sources of pharmaceutical materials, is 
being developed to suit the demands of the people and the movement of diseases. 


Along with modern central pharmaceutical and medical instrument factories there 
are medium and small pharmaceutical and medical instrument factories in every 
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water supply and drainage facilities were, how public facilities such as schools 
were, made the rounds on a routine basis, and ascertaining any changed condition, 
performed the necessary maintenance work. 


In building maintenance work, positively adopting new achievements in scientific 
research and technological innovations, they insured the speed and quality of 
building maintenance on a high standard. 


In addition, the urban management branch thoroughly organized local building 
materials bases, starting trom the stand that only by thoroughly organizing build- 
ing materials bases would it be possible to commendably carry out maintenance work 
qualitatively, thoroughly based on the system of cyclical maintenance of buildings 
and facilities, organize streets and neighborhoods as planned, and lesses the 
burden on the strained transportation as well. 


Many counties such as Hamju County and cities, organizing their own building mate- 
rials bases, carried out harmonious maintenance work for public buildings and 
dwellings, and also organized cultural and welfare facilities and service networks 
to the convenience of the inhabitants in life.

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ATMOSPHERIC PHENOMENA FOR 1979 REVIEWED 
Pyongyang CHOSON CHUNGANG YONGAM in Korean 1980 pp 498-501 


[Text] The cold front sweeping the world, also exerting its effects on the weather 
of our country, spawned heavy snowfall rarely seen in history on the one hand and 
unusual meteorological phenomena on the other, such as unusual cold waves, typhoon- 
generated ~cale force winds and heavy rainfall. 


For 1979 temperatures were variable, winter temperatures being very high. 


Therefore, the annual mean temperature was in the 0-12°C range, which was 0.5-1.5°C 
higher than a normal year. 


Regionally, temperatures were higher than the normal year by 0.5-1.0°C on the west 
coast and northern east coast by 1.0-1.5°C in the northern inland areas and central 
east coast. 


Precipitation for the year, because of frequent rainfalls in spring and summer, was 
greater than a normal year in all regions except for Chagang Province. 


Regionally, it was 110-130 percent of a normal year on the west coast and 100-105 
percent on the northern east coast but 140-150 percent in the coastal areas of 
Kangwon Province. (Table 1) 


For 1979, meteorological conditions by the seasons were as follows: 


For January, the temperature was 3-6°C higher than normal, a high temperature that 
could appear only once or twice in a hundred years. 


For February, the temperature suddenly fell on account of cold continental high 
pressure effects, the lowest temperature in the period of 1-5 February being as 
much as 7-9°C lower than normal, and it was during this period that the lowest 
temperature was recorded in most of the areas of our country. 


But the temperature began rising again in the middle 10 days of February; thus the 
mean temperature for February was 2-4°C higher than normal. 


Precipitation for January and February was greater than normal in almost all of the 


areas of our country, especially in the coastal areas of Kangwon Province with heavy 
snowfall where it was 5-6 times a normal year or 300-400 m. 
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In the spring month of March the temperature was 1.5-3.0°C higher than normal. As 
a result, the arrival of spring was as much as 10-20 days earlier than normal. 


But the temperature began falling from the middle 10 days of April and the April 
mean temperature was lower by 1.5-2.0°C in the northern inland areas and by 0.5- 
1.0°C in other areas, and for May, too, the mean temperature was about 0.5°C 
lower than normal. 


For 1979, there was plenty of spring rainfall. 


To take a look at the rainfall by the months, for May it reached 150-300 percent 
of a normal year in all areas except for the northern areas of Chagang Province, 
and for April, 200-280 percent of a normal year in all areas. 


But for the month of May, in all areas except for the Kaesong area and the coastal 
areas of Kangwon Province the rainfall was no more than 40-70 percent of a normal 
year. 


For the summer season, too, there was a lot of rainfall. 


In particular, for June, as the rainy season arrived more than 10 days earlier than 
normal, the rainfall was 2-3 times a normal year in almost all areas except for the 
northern inland areas. 


For July, in all areas except for the estuaries of the Taedong River and the 
northern areas on the east coast the rainfall was 70-80 percent of a normal year 
but for August, the rainfall was 130-180 percent of a normal year in all areas 
except for the estuaries of the Ch'ongch'on River. 


As for the temperature of the summer season, it was 0.5-1.0°C higher than normal 
on the east coast while it was 0.2-1.0°C lower than normal in all other areas. 


For the autumn season, the temperature was very much variable. 


For September, the temperature was 0.5-1.0°C lower than normal but for October it 
was 1.8-2.0°C higher. 


For November, on account of the cold wave that came surging in the middle 10 days 
of the month, the temperature was very low, with the result that the mean tempera- 
ture for November was 0.5-1.5°C lower than normal and in certain areas, as much as 
2.0°C lower. 


With extremely small precipitatian.fer the autumn season, it was barely 20-80 per- 
cent of a normal year. 


In particular, precipitation was light in the Pyongyang and Kaesong areas and the 
northern areas on the east coast, reaching a mere 20-40 percent of a normal year. 
(Table 2) 


For December, with particularly high temperatures for the middle and last 10 days 
of the month, the month's temperature was 2-4°C higher than normal. 
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itation, it was heavier than normal on the west coast but lighter than 
t of the other areas. 


Aggregate Temperature 


For 1979, even though the spring season arrived earlier, subsequent temperatures 
were lower. 


On the west coast there was little difference in the aggregate temperature from a 
normal year. 


But temperatures were higher for the spring and summer seasons. 


On the east coast the aggregate temperature was higher. (Table 3) 
he aggregate temperature for daily mean temperature in excess of 5°C was in the 
,000-4,100°C range, and it was 100-150°C higher than normal on the east coast and 
0-80°C higher on the west coast while it was somewhat lower in the northern in- 
land areas. 
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The aggregate temperature for daily mean temperature in excess of 10°C was in the 
1,500-3,900°C range, and it was 100-250°C higher on the east coast and 10-100°C 
higher on the west coast while it was lower in the northern inland areas, especially 
in Yanggang Province. (Table 3) 


Unusual Meteorological Phenomena 


For 1979, too, unusual meteorological phenomena such as drought, heavy rainfall, 


bitter cold, and heavy snowfall occurred frequently everywhere in the world. 
[The climatic changes occurring on a worldwide scale affected the weather of our 
‘ountry as well, and there occurred a lot of unusual meteorological phenomena such 


as typhoon and heavy rainfall. 
The unusual metecrological phenomena that occurred in 1979 were as follows: 
1. Unusual Cold Wave 


For October and early November there were warm days rarely seen in years but 
because of the severe cold wave that came surging down from the north from the 
end of the first 10 davs of November to the middle 10 days of the month the 
temperature was very low. 


Thus in the period from the llth to the 15th of the month temperatures 11-13°C 
lower than normal were recorded in all areas of our country, and on the morning 
of the 14th the lowest temperature was -12°C in Pyongyang, Sariwon, and Kaesong, 
-14°C in Sinuiju and Hamhung, -10°C in Wonsan and Haeju, -11°C in Ch'ongjin, 
-18°C in Kanggye, and -21°C in Hyesan. These were the lowest temperatures in 70 
years. 
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2. Heavy Snowfall 


In January 1979 in the coastal areas of Kangwon Province there was heavy snowfall 
rarely seen in years. 


The snowfall that began on 27 January continued until the end of the month and 

the snowfall during this period reached 155 cm in Wonsan and 200 cm in Anbyon, 

and the precipitation in Wonsan reached as much as 307.6 m. This was the heaviest 
snowfall in 70 years. 


3. Typhoon and Heavy Rainfall 


Typhoon No 10 that passed Kunsan-man on through the northern east coast in the 
period of 16 and 18 August generated strong winds of 15-20 m/second in many areas 
of South and North Hwanghae, Kangwon, and South and North Hamgyong provinces and 
in many areas the rainfali reached 200-300 m. 


In 1979 there were also frequent heavy rainfalls which were generated by low pres- 
sure troughs. 


At the end of July there was heavy rainfall of 200-300 mm in the upper reaches 

of the Ch'ongch'on River, and in early August there was heavy rainfall of 400-500 mm 
in South and North Hwanghae provinces, Kaesong, and certain inland areas of Kangwon 
Province. 


Thus in our country, too, on account of the effects of the cold front there fre- 
quently occurred during 1979 unusual meteorological phenomena such as unusual cold 
wave, heavy snowfall, typhoon, and heavy rainfall. 


But by the sagacious leadership of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song the effects 
of the cold front on our country were overcome successfully and bumper “arvests of 
all crops reaped, the highest yet in history.
